Sorrel, Rumex Acetosella L, a blos­ 
soming plant of which one is shown in 
the accompanying cut, is often said to 
be in indication of sour soil. 
This 
statement is not strictly true, for the 
weed is often found growing on per­ 
fectly sweet soils. So far as our ob­ 
servation goes, however, it has never 
become 
a 
particularly troublesome 
weed on other than sour soils, and if 
the statement that sorrel is an indica­ 
tion of soil acidity be construed to 
mean sorrel as a serious pest rather 
than as an occasional plant, it is un­ 
doubtedly true. 
Cultiv ated plants and grasses fo r 
the mo st part, do no t thriv e o n acid 
so il, so so rrel, which apparently do es 
no t o bject to so il acidity , easily cro wds 
them o ut and gets po ssessio n o f the 
land. 
This battle fo r po ssessio n o f 
the land can best be o bserv ed in grass 
lA d in J une, as the so rrel is blo sso m­ 
ing and making seed at this time o f 
the y ear and is v ery 
co nspicuo us. 
So rrel in itself is no t a particularly 
tro ubleso me weed, but so far as clo v er 
and kindred plants are co ncerned it 
is, as has been aptly said, “ the red 
fliik o f danger.” 
If a serio us pest, it 
means so il acidity , and so il 
acidity 
means po o r success with clo v er; so 
so rrel infested land sho uld be limed 
at o nce, no t so much to get rid o f so r­ 
rel as to get clo v er. 
Lime do es no t 
act as a po iso n, immediately killing 
the so rrel; but rather fits the so il fo r 
the gro wth o f cultiv ated plants, par­ 
ticularly clo v er, which with the aid 
o f cultiv atio n and fertilizatio n will 
so o n cro wd it o ut.

Either a Primary or a General Eiec- 
t :on— Madero Accuses De La Darra 
of a Breach cf Faith. 


Mexico City, July 18.—Gustavo Ma­ 
dero, brother of Francisco, leader of1 
the late successful revolution against 
the"Diaz government, and Juan San­ 
chez, the revolutionary leader’s private 
secretary, have arrived here for the 
purpose of presenting protests against 
the government, which Madero a s s e it' 
has permitted the recent outbreak, 
throughout the republic, notably tbs* 
at Puebla last week. 
The protestants claim the De La 
B arra government, which hr. 
be* a 
weajc and has been indifferent 
t 
nrd 
the affairs of the republic, has been 
the cause of many of the old Diaz of­ 
ficers remaining in office. 
This, it ir 
alleged, has caused the conflicts be­ 
tween them and the Maderists. 
It is 
said that there was no cause for these 
clashes and the demand is made that 
De La Barra in future maintain order 
by removing from office all the Diaz 
hold-overs, replacing them by follow­ 
ers of Madero. 
Madero’s people say 
that if this is done there will be no 
more trouble. 


Blames Diaz Followers. 


It is the claim of Madero that the 
trouble at Puebla was due entirely to 
the followers of Diaz who are attem pt­ 
ing to diseredif Madero by showing 
that he is unable to maintain order in 
Mexico. It is said further that Madero 
does not fear a counter revolution in 
the republic and that all movements 
which have occurred recently do not 
show any concerted action in favor of 
any opposition candidate for the pres­ 
idency of the republic. 
The fear is growing here that the 
approaching election will be another 
of the farces such as were known un­ 
der the Diaz regime. 
Madero is at 
present the only candidate for the 
presidency, and he seems to be dis­ 
couraging all other candidates. 
Sev­ 
eral names have been mentioned, but 
for one reason or another all have 
been withdrawn almost at once. 
As a 
result there is not a candidate who 
would seem to have the ghost of a 
show against Madero» at the polls. 
Many people are of the opinion that 
the country at the present moment is 
not in condition to hold either a pri­ 
m ary or a general election. 
The re ­ 
sult is bound to be a foregone con­ 
clusion, it is pointed out, if Madero 
Is successful in having his own men 
appointed to all the small offices in the 
country. 
This demand is now being 
made upon De La Barra. 


MAY FORCE HIM TO IT 


Georgia Assembly Will Demand That 
Smith Go to Senate. 


Atlanta, Ga., July 18.—Following the 
refusal of ex-Governor Joseph M. Ter- 
rell to serve longer as senator from 
Georgia and the announced determ i­ 
nation of Governor Hoke Smith not to 
qualify as senator until the regular 
session of congress in December, but 
to remain governor in the meantime, 
resolutions are being prepared to be 
introduced in the legislature asking 
Governor Smith to resign the execu­ 
tive office at once and go to W ashing­ 
ton and qualify as a senator, to which 
position he was chosen last week, de­ 
feating ex-Governor J. M. Terrell, who 
was filling the seat of the late Senator 
Clay. Another resolution is being pre­ 
pared for introduction which will de­ 
clare 
that 
inasmuch 
as 
Governor 
Smith refuses to resign the governor­ 
ship and qualify as senator, (he seat 
of the late Senator Clay is vacant and 
calling on the legislature to enter into 
an another election for United States 
senator. Legislators object to Georgia 
being left with only one vote in the 
senate in view of important m atters 
of legislation, shortly to be acted 
upon.

Mr. Wiehe is a brother-in-law of Ed­ 
ward Hines, who is charged with so­ 
liciting contributions to the alleged 
$100.000 Lorimer fund. 
A “Jackpot” of $100,000. 
"Mr. Wiehe told me,” said Mr. Bur 
gess, “that Senator Lorimer had not 
spent any of his own m oney , but there 
was a jackpot of $100,000 raised.

“A Chicago paper—I am not sure 
w hether it was the Tribune or the 
Record-Hera’d—obtained this informa 
tion and got a picture of F ather Green, 
which it threatened to print with a 
full-page article if Father Green would 
not retract certain statem ents he was 
alleged to have made.

“He sfiid that it was impossible to 
get legislation through the Illinois leg­ 
islature without the use of money,” 
the witness replied. 
Mr. Turrisb, who is in the lumber 
business at Duluth, testified to a con­ 
versation in the lobby of the Grand 
Pacific hotel in Chicago in 1909, be 
tween himself and Edward liines and 
Wirt H. Cook, a Duluth lumber man. 
Mr. Turrish said Mr. Hines discussed 
the lumber tariff in the Payne-Aldrlch 
law then pending in congress.
